paper are worthy, of note. 

The DAILY- TEXAN of the^ University, of Texas stated "ln-spite 
cf the precedent being set, this year's freshman meeting was as -un- 
remarkable a gathering of interested new students as has ever me 
. on the. Campus. It was just what'we expected." • 

The GEORGIA STATE SIGNAL, however, said that it will support 
segregation at Georgia State and in the State of Georgia. It also 
endorsed the pro segregationist Herman- Talmage- in the sanatoria 
race, and- backs the Democratic candidate, for- tVi presidency, on 
condition that he does not support integration. 

In the north; at Cornell University, the chapter of 'Sigma Kappa 
sorority has been suspended by the sorority's national council. Similar 
action was taken against the Sigma Kappa chapter at Tufts University 
in Medford, Massachusets. Both the Cornell and Tufts chapters pledgee 
Negro women last spring. So far neither chapter has been informée 
cf the reason for the action. University officials at Cornell wrote the 
national council for information and were Informed that "the suspen 
sion: of our chapter at Cornell was entirely a matter- of 'interna 
. management -of affairs of the national organization". . 

Iv is fine for us to be shocked at the actions of our College cousins 
to thé- south of us but our house is far from clean.

In Out Time 

The Future of Canadian Universities 

by. Dean David Thompson 

This- article is tlie- first in^eries on topics of current interest Todoy's article consists of selected 
parts of a speech made at this year's .Couchichinq Conference on the topic "The New Canada". ( 
-We hear on-all sides complaints that in Canada tadey we suffer from a shortage of university- 
trained-personnel, in a. great variety -ef speciett field},. Certainly there. are, in many espeetsof the life of 
our community, shortagui of young men and women with special types of training, trainings that only 
the universities can provide. The reality of these shortages, the justification of the complainh are 
• stabliihed 4y the acid test of -employment : in many of these areas, the. vacant, jobs-each year. greatly 
enceeds the number of graduates ; tha employers descend hungrily upon the campus, often months 
before the degrees are conferred ; and the supercilious graduates select employment under conditions 
nd a i tslariat which, to -en -old fogy like myself, seem quite preposterous.

One might {ry to focus this 
t ucstion by looking at ;the example 
c f the United -Kingdom, where the 
iroportion of young /people who 
I o to universities is much less than 
"i is in panada, and of course 
much less than in the United 
States. There are .three main 
reasons for the difference between 
the British figures and ours. The 
first is that in Britain a great many 
types of quite -advanced • training 

- are offered, not by. the' university 
but by : independent institutions 
that do not .grant degrees : tech- 
nical colleges, - teacher's -training 
colleges, -schools rof domestic scien- 
ce night-schools, land bo forth; if 
one added the -enrolment in tall 
these t to the enrolment in .the 

"^-universities themselves, one would 
get a relatively .quite large figure, 
In Canada and the United States 
educational institutions are -regard- 
ed with Borne suspicion If they arc- 
not at least affiliated to a univer- 
sity; and a course of higher study 
that does not lead to a degree gets 
a very sour look- from the pros- 
pective student. 

Another factor is that the British, 
-♦.rightly or wrongly, are not so 
dissatisfied as we are with the level 
of general education possessed by 
the high-school graduate ; ' they 
encourage a good deal of 
specialization -jn the final school 
years, as if general education were 
complete before that, or at least 
could be left to look after itself. 
hoUrthtp Situation 
dly, the British, thanks to 
schemes of scholarships, can 



even 




feel reasonably sure that every;boy 
ai jjirl- whoi-has the «wilfc /and- the 
equipment to get' gre«t profit from 
university training, can get it with 
little financial hardship. In fact, 
a reasonably industrious boy will 
find.it quite hard to avoid going 
to*a university; --.The situation is 
very different in . Canada. . Here, 
about fifteen- per cent of our:stu- 
dents have scholarships- or bur- 
saries of one kind or other, many 
of them quite -small; in Britain! 
over seventy per cent of the univer- 
sity students .have scholarships, 
many of ihem very generous ; the 
corresponding number in' Russia 
is said to-be higher still. In the 
United States,, there aro not many 
scholarships - but the state and 
municipal universities charge very 
low fees to local students, and 
colleges and universities are so 
widespread that few students need 
travel far for their education. I 
doubt if there is any major English- 



speaking: nation in which it is as 
hard- as it is in Canada for a poor 
boy to complete his education, 
especially if there is no university 
in his cl|y — ''no matter how-great 

his ability and his enthusiasm. We 
have nothing to.be proud of on 
this score. 

Two great problems remain and 
can only be glanced at The -first 
is, will it be physically possible — 
which, means financially possible 
— for our universities to expand 
their buildings and their staffs so 
as to be -able to cope with - this 
flood? 

New .Function of University 

The second . great problem is, 
essentially,' an internal one for the 
universities themselves; I need 
say no more than that they are 
aware of it. The root of it is that 
the function and status of the 
university in the community con not

Spender did not concentrate more 
heavily on hit , own poetry, espe- 
cially on certain aspects of It; we 
would, have preferred, less, of ; a 
survey, of the influences on modern 
poetry, and more concentration on 
modern. , poetry Itself. But .Mr. 
Spender himself j a man of ad- 
mirable humility dignity and In- 
tellectual honesty, was well worth 
meeting ■' and listening to.

There is poetry about 
real life; there is poetry which 
describes, appearances in the real 
world, much as the cinema depicts 
It-At this point Mr. -Spender 'read 
The :> 'Landscape Near An Aero-, 
drome, an early poem of his which 
marked a high point of the even- 
ing—; there is also poetry. 'which 
discusses problems of science, and 
which discusses philosophic ideas. 

Failure 

Mr. Spender's best point during 
the êyeping was his ' explanation 
of the 'failure of modern poetry. 
"The aim of poetry is to take over 
the whole realm of human know- 
ledge*', he said. "Onë possible 
reason poetry is not read today is 
because it has failed to carry out 
this aim and is being fragmented 
into minor works. 'Only a Major 
Poetry can be important -'today!" 
; he concluded. "If we write minor 
poems we oughtn't to grumble if 
only 4 or 5 hundred people want 
to read them". 

Th« dark horse of the evening 
was the quettion period which 
followed the lecture Itself. The 
questions were fairly Intelligent, 
. and In answering, Mr.. Spender 
was forced to take tides, tome- 
thing which he had ttudloutly

t Symphony 
Orchestra 

On Wednesday night I attended 
a concert ' given by the Montreal 
Symphony Orchestra under the 
direction of the young American 
conductor Thomas Schlppera. .'. 

The concert opened with the 
very delightful concerto for. or- 
chestra In 0 'Major by the early 
18th ! " century composer Antonio 
Vivaldi. The scoring colla for two 
mandolines, a bass oboe, two harps, 
and strings — and I con only 
say' that 'each port, gave It o very 
fine and sensitive reading. I en- 
joyed it and I must add- that it 
is one of the most amusing pieces 
I've heard in a long time. Perhaps 
this Is due' to the very spicy tone 
of the mendolines. 

Geza Anda, a Hungarian pianist, 
was. the soloist in Brahma Second 
concerto for piano and orchestra. 
Everyone was looking forward to 
this as the high point on the 
program. I, for one, was very 
disappointed. I didn't find any 
real unity of feeling between the 
orchestra and soloist, and I bad 
the impression that I was listening 
to two records — one of an or- 
chestra and one of a - pianist"-— 
at the same time. Mr. Geza's 
playing was at its best in ihe 
parts : calling', for a softer and 
lighter '.touch. He hud an Infinite 
variety, of shading and colour in 
these passages., -Ho we ver, .in the 
louder.; passages, , hia playing was 
harsh /end > monotonous. He ■ didn't 
achieve the richness of tone which 
is- so important in Brahms. 

Thé most .interesting Item on 
the program was Prokofieff'a Fifth 
Symphony. Here, the orchestra was 
its » best,- . 1 1 particularly . enjoyed 
the -.3rd and, 4th movements. The 
romantic adagio movement was 
given a particularly fine perform- 
ance.- tin general, the various solos 
where quite well executed, al- 
though] .there was much to be 
desired : in the : brass section. 

•''f have noticed that the "hero" 
or "star" in a concert in which 
a concerto is performed is usually 
the soloist, but in yesterday's 
concert, . the outstanding feature 
^as'"ihe' 'orchestra — and they 
çôîîid ' not 'have 'doije oa well with- 
out their conductor. It is true that, 
at imes, heir, playing was a bit 
flabby,!, and the ..brass section was 
sometimes i most i unpleasantly con- 
spicuous. However, I think that 
under Mr. Schippcra conducting, 
they; i jye^ ; often very, enjoyable 
anil .'quite fine.

When Artur Schnabel started 
his historic and revolutionary 
project of recording all. of Beeth- 
oven's .works for keyboard alone 
In 1931, it was a monumental de- 
cision for the recording Industry, 
one that started a lot of head- 
ahaklng. Today not only is this 
version available to the public but 
Solomon, Nat, Bacchaus, Guida, 
Serkln, Gleseklng, Applebaum, 
Kempff — and a host of others 
too have either finished or have 
projected similar efforts. ' 

Now all this hat been by way 
of introduction to a hew record 
In the Ould. set — en. contain- 
ing the 4th and 5th Sonatas. 
That* works .re never heard In 
publia and comparing the four 
or five readily available Versions 
It It" easy to tee why. Thete are 
Sonatas that every Intermediate 
plino student hat struggled 
through at on. time or another 
and familiarity hat brought th. 
Inevitable consequences. 

These particular renditions can 
be placed at once at the head of 
the class though. In comparison 
Bacchaus seems tired and way- 
ward, Kempff over-precious and 
Nat over-dramatic. Guida enjoys 
playing these works more than 
the others seem to and the en- 
gineers, fortunately, caught him on 
a "good" day.

' In fact this is the first recording 
on LP worthy^ of- the mantle of 
the old Schnabel 70 V Mind you 
Schnabel still seems to have gone 
farther into the music and to have 
gotten more' out' of it. Schnabel 
bos no equal in his performances
